LOCAL HAPPENINGS RESULT OF THE 


Board Wil Attend Convention of League of 
California Municipalities—To Re¬ 
pair Swift Avenue. 


The city board of trustees met in 
regular session last Wednesday night. 

A communication was received from 
the League of California Municipali¬ 
ties asking the members of the board 
to attend a convention of that organi¬ 
zation to be held in Berkeley from the 
23d to the 28th of this month. Mat¬ 
ters of interest and importance to the 
cities of this state will be discussed. 

Upon motion of Trustee McGovern 
seconded by Trustee Kelley, the invi¬ 
tation was accepted. 

Trustee McGovern, chairman of the 
public utilities committee, presented 
a list of locations where additional 
electric street lights should be install¬ 
ed and Clerk Smith was instructed to 
ask the Pacific Gas and Electric Co. 
to place them. 

Trustee Hickey made an extended 
report on the work of the San Mateo 
County Development Association and 
ts case against the -Southern Pacific 


Company before the California Rail¬ 
road Commission. 

Clerk Smith presented a report as 
to the financial condition of the city, 
as follows: Cash on hand August 1, 
1912, $424.61. Receipts during month 
—Liquor licenses, $182.50; recorder’s 
court, $5; total, $137.60. Grand total, 
$562.11. Expenditures as per warrants 
drawn, $426.73. Cash on hand August 
31, 1912, $135.38. 

The treasurer and marshals’ reports 
were the same as the clerk’s. 

The reports were accepted and or¬ 
dered filed. 

An extended discussion was had on 
the matter of repairing Swift avenue 
from the Southern Pacific railroad to 
its easterly terminus in the fac tory 
district. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee Kelley, City En¬ 
gineer Kneese was instructed to make 
an estimate of cost for doing the work 
and present it at the next meeting of 
the board.

To clean a decanter take a small raw 
potato, cut It into tiny pieces and put 
them Into the decanter with a little 
warm water. Shake up and down till 
clean, then rinse in fresh water. 

If you or your laundress runs your 
fine linen through the wringer it will 
make wrinkles that are almost impos¬ 
sible to iron out Do not allow this. 
Have the fine linen sorted and wruug 
out by hand. It is worth all the extra 
work.

CLEANING EMBROIDERY 


NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT 

GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC 


An Easy Way to Renovate Fine Nee¬ 
dlework. 

Apropos of embroidery, lacemaking 
and fine needlework, it is well to know 
how to clean articles of this kind with 
out haviug to send them to a profes 
sioual cleaner. 

If you will wash all your fine em¬ 
broideries yourself by the following 
method, not trusting them to the hired 
maid or washerwoman, you will, no 
doubt, have splendid results: 

Put a half piut of bran into the same 
amount of cold water and let it come 
to a boll slowly. After it has boiled 
twenty minutes strain off the bran wa¬ 
ter and add a pint of boiling water. 
Use this mixture instead of soap when 
washing fancy work, fine embroideries 
and laces for the first time. Be careful 
not to rub, wring or twist them, but 
just squeeze them gently with the 
hands after the first washing in this 
manner. Soap jelly made by dissolv¬ 
ing a pure white soap in boiling water 
may be used. 

A little salt added to the rinse water, 
which should be clean and moderately 
hot, will set the color in embroidery 
silks and cottons if there is any fear of 
them running. It Is best to immerse 
colored embroideries in strong salt wa¬ 
ter before they are washed at all. Then 
there will be no danger of the colors 
running. 

Fancy work should be dried as quick¬ 
ly as possible and ironed on the wrong 
side, first spreading the work over a 
folded blanket covered with a clean 
muslin so that when it is ironed the 
embroidery will stand out in bold re¬ 
lief, each stitch showing up as if It 
were new. 

Fringed edges must be shaken out 
thoroughly while they are quite damp 
aud never touched with the iron, 01 
they will become matted and unsightly 
in a short time. 

When ironing lace fold a Turkish 
towel, lay the lace right side down on 
the towel and press with a warm iron 
on the wrong side. This will allow 
the small upstanding threads on the 
towel to push through the mesh of the 
lace and make it look like new. 

Never starch lace. Iron it before it 
has become entirely dry.

WOMEN AS JOURNALISTS 


They Started Newspapers Over a Cen¬ 
tury Ago. 

One of the men of broad minds—Jo¬ 
seph Pulitzer—employed a large num¬ 
ber of women ns writers on his very 
successful newspapers, and yet when 
he made the gift of $500,000 to found 
a school of journalism appended the 
provision that women should not be 
permitted to attend the school. The 
provision has caused much wonder 
ment 

During the past fifty years women 
have developed the qualities that go 
to make a journalist remarkable. They 
are more and more adapting them 
selves to meeting the requirements of 
the alert reporter. It has been less 
than fifty years since women enter¬ 
ed seriously upon newspaper work, 
though, according to Robert McWades, 
the first daily paper published was 
started by a woman; the first newspa¬ 
per in Rhode Island had a woman as 
its publisher, as had also the second 
newspaper started in New York city. 

The Maryland Gazette, the first paper 
established in Lord Baltimore’s colony, 
was Btnrted by a woman, and the same 
Is true of the Virginia Gazette, the first 
newspaper to print the Declaration of 
Independence. Looking the field over, 
women have done very well in newspa¬ 
per work, and they will continue to do 
so notwithstanding the Pulitzer school 
of journalism.

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PUBLICITY CAMPAIGN 
FOR GOOD ROADS 


A good roads publicity campaign 
will be started in this county to edu¬ 
cate the voters on this subject before 
the $1,260,000 bond election. This 
action was decided upon by the Ad¬ 
visory Road Commission, which met 
at Han Mateo Wednesday night. In 
addition to literature on the value of 
giod roads, arrangements will be 
made for publicity in the Han Francis¬ 
co and local newspapers. 

At Tuesday night’s meeting of the 
board of governors of the Han Mateo 
Development Association, which ap¬ 
pointed the Advisory Road Commis¬ 
sion to act with the supervisors, the 
road commission was given full power 
to conduct this campaign of education 
and take charge of all matters pretain- 
ing to this bond issue. The commis¬ 
sion is composed of thirty representa¬ 
tive men from all parts of the county. 

The good roads committee of the 
association reported to the governors 
Wednesday night that material pro¬ 
gress was being made on the new state 
highway near San Bruno. Two large 
crews of men are working and the con¬ 
tractors expect to have the 5.4 miles of 
road between South Han Francisco 
and Burlingame completed before 
winter. 

Chairman G. J. McGregor of the 
railroad committee informed the as¬ 
sociation that several meetings had 
been held with Attorney Seth Mann, 
at which the committee prepared ex¬ 
tensive plans for the conference with 
the Houthern Pacific officials regard¬ 
ing the lowering of the Peninsula 
rates. When the State Railroad (Join- 
mission granted a sixty-day continu¬ 
ance in the association’s case, it was 
understood that a compromise would 
be effected, and the railroad committee 
is preparing the terms which will 
be asked by Peninsula residents.

Madam Ida Hancock Ross, 
the owner of the Rancho La Brea, 
has generously given to the university 
the privilege of excavating these fossil 
beds. The work has just begun, under 
the direction of Dr. John Campbell 
Merriam, Professor of Palaeontology 
and Historical Geology in the Univer¬ 
sity of California. Its results will be 
of great value in the study of how evo¬ 
lution has proceeded and animal 
species have developed on the earth. 

The heirs of Michael Cudahy have 
just given $10,000 toward the endow¬ 
ment fund of Newman Hall, and 
$1000 each has been given by four 
other donors. The Newman Club is 
an organization of the Roman Catho¬ 
lic students of the University. 
Through the generosity of Archbishop 
Patrick W. Riordan of San Francisco, 
who contributed $40,COO (from his 
Jubilee Fund), and through the aid of 
other friends the club occupies New¬ 
man Hall, an admirably appointed 
building, which contains meeting 
rooms, a chapel, a library, bowling 
alleys, social rooms, a kitchen, etc., 
and which serves as a center for the 
social and religious life of the Catho¬ 
lic students. Its privileges and hos¬ 
pitalities are open also to the other 
students of the university. 

An endowment of $5600 has recent¬ 
ly been received by the University 
Young Woman's Christian Associa¬ 
tion. 

The University of California Club of 
San Francisco, organized some years 
ago to bring together the alumni of 
the university, has recently increased 
its membeeship to more than 1500. 
The object of the club is to unite the 
alumni of the university, both those 
residing about San Francisco bay and 
those living at a distance, for mutual 
friendliness, and to advance in all 
ways possible the welfare of the Uni¬ 
versity. The club has well-equipped 
rooms on Union Square, in San Fran¬ 
cisco—at the comer of Geary and 
Stockton streets. It is an organiza¬ 
tion similar to the Yale, Harvard, and 
Princeton Clubs of New York. 

The Agricultural Club, which in¬ 
cludes in its membership a large num¬ 
ber of students of the College of Agri¬ 
culture, is planning during the y ear 
to make a number of expeditions to 
observe the methods of successful 
farmers. Three of the journeys pj an . 
ned for the near future are to one of 
the potato ranches of George Shinia 
to the University Farm at Davis, and 
to the State Fair at Sacramento.

With U l A P er cent more students 

enrolled at Berkeley than at this time 
a year ago, the university has to meet 
the enlarged demands with an income 
which has increased only three p er 
cent over last year’s income. i t is 
now expected that the registration 
for the year will be app roximately 
7200. The registration at Berkeley 
! this month is 4165. Of these 324 are 
j new graduate students, while 1305 are 
undergraduates. That is to sav, 
there are 1629 students at Berkeley 
this fall who were not here last year. 

According to advices from the East, 
plans for the forming of a baseball 
players’ union are progressing nicely 
and by next Labor Day the organiza¬ 
tion will be perfected.

BLACK HAND WAR 
ON ^MAGNATE 

Armed Negro Guards and Big 
Dogs Protect Rockefeller 

The secret of the present agitation 
and alarm at the John D. Rockefeller 
estate in the Pocantico hills, where for 
weeks disorder and crime have been 
frequent, has been learned. To pre¬ 
serve order on the Bedford road estate, 
the ordinary force of four private 
watchmen has been increased to eigh¬ 
teen, all negroes, armed with repeating 
rifles, revolvers and complemented by 
five savage great Dane dogs. Then 
there are three deputy sheriffs in com¬ 
mand of Under Sheriff Nossiter of 
Westchester county and six of the most 
trusted operatives of a detective 
agency. 

The armed negroes, deputy sheriffs 
and detectives have been called into 
action because the Black Hand clique 
that has so long gone immune in its 
operations at the Pocantico hills, has 
become so emboldened as to threaten 
the lives and property of Rockefeller 
himself, of his son and his grand¬ 
children, demanding a heavy ransom if 
their communications are ignored or 
the authorities called in to trail and 
arrest them.

SIX CANDIDATES FOR 
CONGRESSTAFT MEN 

Republicans Take Lion’s Share 
From the Buil Moosers 


Of the eleven candidates for Con¬ 
gress nominated Tuesday In Califor¬ 
nia at the Republican party primary, 
returns indicated that six are Taft Re 
publicans and five Roosevelt Repub 
licans. 

The Roosevelt Republicans have 
nominated a sweeping majority of 
their candidates for the State Senate 
and Assembly, and will control the 
Republican State Convention, which 
names the Presidential Electors for 
the Republican party in California. 

In the First Congressional District, 
Edward H. Hart, Tai't Republican, won 
over the Roosevelt candidate for the 
nomination. His opponent on the 
Democratic ticket will be L. G. Zum- 
walt. 

In the Second Congressional District 
the Roosevelt faction showed more 
strength, and the earlier returns indi¬ 
cated the nomination of Frank M. 
Rutherford. 

In the Third District Charles F. 
Curry polled a strong vote in Sacra¬ 
mento and San Joaquin counties and 
is leading Devlin by a close margin. 

In the Fourth District Julius Kalin, 
Taft Republican, had no opponent. 

In the Fifth, John I. Nolan, Roose¬ 
velt, captured the nomination. 

In the Sixth District Knowland 
walked away with the nomination, 
outdistancing Stetson, the Roosevelt 
candidate. 

In the Seventh, Needham won hand¬ 
ily over the Roosevelt candidate. 

In the Eighth District the returns 
from San Mateo County showed 
Hayes (Taft) leading by a wide mar¬ 
gin over Clarke (Roosevelt). 

In the Ninth and Tenth districts, in 
in Los Angeles County, the returns 
indicated that the Roosevelt candi¬ 
dates, Bell and Stephens, had been 
elected. 

In the Eleventh District the first 
figures to come indicated a close race 
between Kirby and Evans, with 
Evans gaining later. 

The primary contest in San Fran¬ 
cisco between the State machine and 
the Taft Republicans was attended by 
a division of honors. One of the two 
Congressional nominations in the city 
went to the Bull Moosers, together 
with a majority of the legislative 
jobs. The regular Republicans, how¬ 
ever, prevailed in a sufficient number 
of districts to insure a serious and 
vigorous protest against the publicly 
announced plan of the Bull Moosers 
to record the Electoral vote of Cali¬ 
fornia for Roosevelt. 


SPORTS AND ATHLETICS 


Outgeneraled in nearly every round 
by Joe Mandot of New Orleans, Joe 
Rivers, the Los Angeles lightweight, 
lost the decision to the visitor at the 
end of their twenty-round bout at the 
Vernon arena Monday. The Mexican 
claimant to the highest honors in the 
lightweight class was a mere novice 
in the hands of the clever Southerner, 
although he outweighed Mandot two 
pounds when they entered the ring. 
Rivers weighed in at 133 and Mandot 
at 131. Rivers made a much poorer 
showing than he did against Ad Wol- 
gast on July 4th. He appeared slow 
and only showed to advantage in the 
infighting. In the closing rounds Man- 
dot even outfought him in the clinches. 

Jim Flynn settled the “white hope” 
aspirations of Charlie Miller, the San 
Francisco heavy-weight, ot Coffroth’s 
open-air arena in Daly City, near San 
Francisco Monday afternoon. Beaten 
almost into submission after the tenth 
round, and barely lasting out the fif¬ 
teenth, Miller went to his corner com¬ 
plaining to his seconds that a rib had 
been broken and that he could fight no 
more. Even before the gong sounded 
for the next round, Spider Kelly, the 
referee, had made an investigation, 
crossed the ring and held up Flynn’s 
hand in token of victory. The bout, an 
interesting one with more speed than 
is usually seen in a match between 
heavy-weights, turned out about as ex¬ 
pected. Miller’s weight and his cov¬ 
ering-up tactics proved more or less of 
a handicap to Flynn, but the “fire¬ 
man” had altogether too much experi¬ 
ence for the novice. Miller displayed 
no punch of any note. He jabbed fre¬ 
quently with his left, but he failed to 
follow up with the right that should 
have been used. In the clinches Miller 
scored occasionally with left and rights 
to the stomach, but before the bout had 
gone any distance it was plain to be 
seen that Flynn was blocking most of

NO DECISION MADE 
ON CANAL MATTER 


Britain Denies That Arbitration 
Plan Has Reen Adopted 

A complete disavowal has been 
made by the British Foreign Office 
of the so-called official announcement 
that the British Government would 
formally demand arbitration on the 
Panama Canal tolls question. 

“The lines of action which lie be¬ 
fore the British Government now are 
being considered, and any announce¬ 
ment of the kind is premature.” 

This is the full text of the formal 
statement given out by the Foreign 
Office in reply to requests for details 
as to the reported demand for arbi¬ 
tration. 

The Panama Canal question remains 
in exactly the same position it has 
occupied for some time. The Govern¬ 
ment will in all probability propose 
its reference to the court of arbitra¬ 
tion at The Hague, but the method 
of submitting it to that tribunal has 
not been decided upon. 

It is possible that the Government 
will await the result of elections in 
the United States in the hope that 
the United States Government may 
find a way afterward of meeting 
British wishes. 

From the attitude of the United 
States Government thus far with re¬ 
lation to the dispute, the opinion in 
Washington is general that the United 
States will not yield to the demand for 
arbitration of its right to relieve its 
coastwise shipping from tolls in the 
Panama canal without a prolonged 
diplomatic struggle. In some quarters 
the opinion is maintained that the de¬ 
mand will be flatly declined.

FLAMES DEVASTATE 

AMUSEMENT CITY

One Death and Property Loss 
of Over Two Million Dollars 

A fire which originated from a de¬ 
fective flue at the Casino Cafe on the 
pleasure pier at Ocean Park caused 
a loss of at least one life and a prop¬ 
erty damage estimated at $2,250,000. 
For a time it threatened to devastate 
the twin beaoh resorts of Ocean Park 
and Venice, eighteen miles from Los j 
Angeles. 

A high wind caused the flames to 
spread so rapidly that seven men 
were caught at the end of the Fraser 
pier on which the Casino was located 
and were forced to jump into the 
breakers. Six of them were rescued 
by life guards, who put out in boats, j 
They were not in time, however, to 
save the life of H. F. Locke, 60 years 
old, who was the cashier at the Ca¬ 
sino Cafe. 

The flames spread rapidly through¬ 
out the concession district along the 
water front, sweeping everything from 
the Dragon Gorge, a huge roller 
coaster, down toward Venice. The big 
Ocean Park bathhouse and plunge 
seemed to check the progress of tin 
flames and the dying down of tin 
wind gave the Fire Department, aug 
mented by five companies from Los 
Angeles, an opportunity to get the 
fire under control. 

After the flames had devoured prac¬ 
tically everything on the Fraser pier, 
they attacked the Decatur Hotel, 
which was totally destroyed. There 
were many thrilling rescues and Spe¬ 
cial Officer Charles Simpson, the last 
man to leave the building, brought 
out Mrs. H. C. Lathrop, an invalid, 
from the top floor. Guests lost $10,000 
in gems, money and clothing. 

Nine babies, including one Japanese 
infant weighing fourteen ounces, were 
saved from the “baby incubator” on 
the pier by Frederick House. The 
babies were taken in the metal cases 
of the incubators and carried safely 
off the blazing pier. 

FORTY MEET DEATH 
IN RAGING WATERS 


Pennsylvania, Ohio and West 
Virginia in Path ot Storm 

As a result of terrific rains through¬ 
out West Virginia, Western Pennsyl¬ 
vania and Eastern Ohio forty are 
dead and others missing. From 
meager reports it is believed the mone¬ 
tary damage will approximate $1,500,- 
000 . 

After twenty-four hours of excessive 
hot weather, the storm broke. In addi¬ 
tion to an extraordinary rainfall, the 
electrical features were most spectacu¬ 
lar. The steady rain caused every 
stream to leave its banks. Within a 
short time the water had washed away 
railroad tracks and sent tons of earth 
from surrounding hills, making thor¬ 
oughfares in tlie flood zone impassable. 

Prompt action on the part of the 
Pittsburg- Buffalo Co -1 Company 
brought 400 miners out of the flood’s 
path. When the water was seen to be 
gaining headway, whistles were blown 
calling the surface men to the office. 
Quickly they notified the men beneath 
the earth. Men on horseback rode 
down a narrow valley and warned the 
families of the miners. 


STATE’S POPULATION 
SHOWS ^INCREASE 

From School Attendance Figures 
Year’s Growth is 305,518 

Since 1910 the population of Califor¬ 
nia has increased 305,518, according to 
figures based on the report of Statisti¬ 
cian Job Wood of the office of Superin¬ 
tendent of Public Instruction Hyatt, on 
the average attendance in schools of 
the State. 

During the 1911-1912 school year 
Wood’s report shows the average daily 
attendance in schools of the State was 
318,666 children, of which 280,485 were 
in the elementary schools and 38,181 
were In the high schools. To obtain an 
estimate on the population, Wood mul¬ 
tiplies the total number of children at¬ 
tending schools in the State by 8.42, 
which was the ratio of population to 
the number of school children in 1910, 
when the national census was taken

REFRIGERATOR CARS 


One thousand new refrigerator cars, 
equipped witli collapsible tanks wilh 
a capacity of 11,000 pounds of ice, will 
soon be delivered to the Pacific Fruit 
Express Company, a subsidiary of the 
Southern Pacific Company. The col¬ 
lapsible tanks will enable thecompany 
to use the cars for ordinary freight 
during the periods that the cars are 
not used for perishables. The first in¬ 
stallment of these new cars will be 
started westward within another 
month and they will immediately go 
into service. 

This order of 1000 new cars is an in¬ 
crease of ten per cent and makes the 
total refrigerator equipment of this 
company 11,0 '0 cars. The latest re¬ 
frigeration ideas have been adopted in 
the building of the cars and a most 
efl'ective insulation will line the in¬ 
teriors. Five years ago the Pacific 
Fruit Express Company had 6600 oi 
these cars, but the growing fruit and 
produce businessof California, Oregon 
Washington, Idaho and other Pacific 
Coast states lias caused nearly a 
thousand additional cars to be pur¬ 
chased annually. 

The equipment of this character 
owned by the Pacific Fruit Express 
Company represents an outlay of 
more than $15,000,000. This new 
order will total nearly a million and 
a half dollars, at an approximate cost 
of $1400 each. The unceasing develop¬ 
ment of the west’s horticultural and 
agricultural resources and the trans¬ 
formation of deserts into green or¬ 
chards and fields creates the demand 
for more of these cars each year.
